(1) REUTERS (NELSON): AT MOSCOW AIRPORT SECRETARY SAID 
"TVE COME HERE FOR SERIOUS TALKS.' 1 HE ADDED, "I WOULDN'T 
HAVE COME HERE IF I DIDN'T MEAN IT." SENIOR OFFICIAL ABOARD 
PLANE SAID CONTINUED SOVIET SUPPORT OF 8,000 CUBANS IN 
ANGOLA COULD JEOPARDIZE SALT AGREEMENT. OFFICIAL SAID, 
HOWEVER, THAT THE U.S.-SUPPORTED FORCES IN ANGOLA ALREADY 
APPEARED TO BE ON THE WAY TO DEFEAT. EVEN IF THE SOVIET 
UNION WANTED TO ACCEDE TO U.S. DEMANDS. IT MAY BE ALREADY 
TOO LATE, HE SAID. HOWEVER, OFFICIAL SAID HE DID NOT EXPECT

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RELATIONS. EVEN IF SECRETARY BREAKS DEADLOCK IN ARMS TALKS 
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DURING HIS VISIT HERE, U.S. ANGER OVER ANGOLA COULD FRUS- 
TRATE COMPLETION AND RATIFICATION OF RESULTING AGREEMENT 
FORMALIZING THE 1974 VLADIVOSTOK ACCORD, OFFICIAL ADDED. 
SECRETARY KISSINGER GAVE THE SOVIET UNION NEW PROPOSALS 
LAST WEDNESDAY ON HOW TO COUNT THE NEWLY DEVELOPED U.S. 
CRUISE MISSILE AND WHAT ITS RANGE SHOULD BE, THE OFFICIAL 
SAID. 

OTHER U.S. PROPOSALS CONCERN DEFINITIONS OF LIGHT AND 
HEAVY MISSILES, RESTRICTIONS ON EASILY CONCEALED MOBILE 
MISSILE LAUNCHERS, AND RESTRICTIONS ON SOVIET BASING OF NEW 
BACKFIRE BOMBER, WHICH IS CAPABLE OF HITTING U.S. TARGETS 
ON ONE-WAY SUICIDE MISSIONS, THE OFFICIAL SAID. 

HE REFUSED TO PREDICT SUCCESS FOR THE NEGOTIATIONS, SAYING 
THE OUTCOME COULD BE A CONTINUED STALEMATE. PRESSED TO 
DEFINE WHAT SECRETARY MEANT BY THE U.S. REFUSAL TO ACCEPT 
SOVIET INVOLVEMENT IN ANGOLA, OFFICIAL SAID THE UNITED 
STATES WOULD REACT AGAINST THE SOVIET UNION IN SOME OTHER 
AREA OF THE U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONSHIP. . .

OTHERS, FORD DECIDED TO GO AHEAD WITH NEW ATTEMPT AT ARMS
